To  The  Chairman  and  Hembera  of  the  Northampton  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annueil  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 
year  19^5,  submitted  on  behalf  of  Doctor  Arthur  Lucas,  whose  untimely 
death  took  place  in  May  Doctor  Lucas  was  appointed  in  1949. 

He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  the  past  two  years,  and  was  well 
aware  of  the  ultimate  outcome  of  his  affliction.  He  bore  this  knowledge 
with  an  uncomplaining  fortitude  and  continued  to  work  until  his  death. 

He  was  held  in  affectionate  esteem  by  his  colleagues  and  will  be  sadly 
missed. 

As  Doctor  Lucas  held  office  during  1965,  the  report  is  presented 
in  the  form  set  by  him  in  previous  years. 

The  statistics  follow  the  national  pattern,  with  a  rising  birth 
rate  and  falling  infant  death  rate.  The  great  preponderance  of  deaths 
are  from  heart,  circulatory  disease  and  the  cancers,  causes  which 
largely  prevail  in  the  older  age  groups.  It  is  however  prudent  to 
note  that  of  the  total  of  304  deaths,  79  deaths  occurred  before  the 
age  of  65,  thoie  being  in  this  age  group  4  deaths  from  lung  cancer, 

33  deaths  from  heart  and  circulatoiy  disease  and  5  from  accidents. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  all  ages,  12  died  as  a  result  of  an  accident. 

There  was  an  increase  in  infectious  disease  notification,  the 
figure  rising  to  535  compared  with  259  last  year.  This  was  largely 
due  to  a  higher  incidence  of  measles  in  the  district,  vvhich  is  following 
its  usual  biennial  pattern.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  no  outbreaks,  no 
cases  of  dysentery  and  only  one  case  of  food  poisoning.  There  has  been 
no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  county  since  1956,  and  no  polion^relitis 
since  I96I,  This  is  due  to  the  present  high  level  of  immunisation  which 
should  be  maintained  if  these  diseases  are  to  be  kept  in  check,  Y/ith 
each  successive  year  of  freedom  from  infection,  there  is  a  diminishing 
recollection  of  the  dangers  of  these  illnesses,  and  pa^-’ents  may  feel  a 
false  security  and  fail  to  have  their  children  immunised.  The  epidemics 
of  the  past  could  recur  if  the  public  response  to  these  necessary 
measures  declines. 

Though  the  incidence  of  food  poisoning  and  dysentery  have  been  low 
in  this  district  during  the  year,  the  national  figure  for  these  diseases 
remains  too  high.  It  is  important  to  stress  the  need  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  care  in  the  handling  of  food.  These  infections  are  usually 
transmitted  by  faulty  hygiene  during  the  preparation  or  sale  of  food, 
and  people  working  in  these  trades  should  observe  the  strictest  personal 
cleanliness  at  all  times. 
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Finally,  it  is  evident  that  the  general  environmental  control 
of  the  health  of  the  district  is  being  maintained  and  has  proved  to 
be  satisfactoiy  during  the  year. 

This  report  has  been  largely  prepared  by  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  his  staff,  and  I  express  my  thanks  to  them  for  their 
co-operation,  and  for  their  diligent  v/ork  throughout  the  year, 

thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  its 
members  for  their  interest  and  kindly  welcome;  and  also  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  ready  co-operation  in  the  supply  of 
information.

Suallpox. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  so  in 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty  six  cases  (14-  anles,  22  fenales)  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  coiipared  with  nine  during  1964.  All  the  cases  appeared  to  be  of  a  uild 
clinical  type. 

Diptheria. 

No  case  of  diptheria  has  occurred  in  Northamptonshire  since  1956. 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  cases  wei’e  notified  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1939, 
in  the  year  under  review,  as  was  so  in  1964. 

Pneumonia. 

Three  cases  (two  males,  one  female)  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  or 
acute  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as  compared  v/ith  five  in  I964. 
Pneumonia  was  the  certified  cause  of  death  in  21  cases.  These  deaths  are 
not  necessarily  those  of  patients  who  were  notified  under  the  relevant 
regulations.

During  the  season  87  samples  of  water  from  the  one  privately  owned 
public  swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 

These  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of 
one  in  August  when  the  plant  failed  temporarily.  Regular  visits 
were  made  throughout  the  season  to  check  the  chlorination  plant  for 
residual  chlorine,  and  the  soda  lime  dosing  arrangements. 

Roade  Secondary  Modern  School  Swimming  Pool. 

Twenty-one  water  samples  and  comparator  tests  were  taken  during 
the  year.  All  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  A  break-down  of  the 
filtration  plant  occurred,  necessitating  complete  overhaul.  The 
pool  was  closed  for  some  v;eeks  during  the  summer  season.
